Export

Britain

Be Aided By U. S. 


W ASHINGTON, Nov. 30 — The 
U nited S tate s has agreed to sup­ 
port 
the 
flagging 
economy 
of 
Spain, which has lost ai! its E urop­ 
ean m arkets, by assisting Spain's 
exportation of foodstuffs to G reat 
B ritain, it w as learned in diplo­ 
m atic circles today. 
W ith the invasion of France, 
both from the north and from the 
south, 
Spain 
has 
been 
isolated 
from her best custom ers in Europe 
- Jerm any, Sw itzerland, and even 
France- and her economic condi­ 
tion is dew ribed as near the point 
of collapse. 
Though A m erican officials have 
openly expressed indifference to 
the effect this m ay have on the 
Franco regim e in Spain, it was 
learned th a t the United S tates has 
agreed to ship 1,900 tons of tin ­ 
plate to Spain, to m ake the [lack­ 
ing of 120.000 cases of sardines for 
G reat B ritain 
This is p art of a new British 
agreem ent to purchase tw o million 
dollars w orth of foodstuffs from 
S p a i n , 
consisting 
of 
oranges, ; 
onions, and sardines. 
But it was found impossible to 
ship the sardines w ithout tinplate 
for packing. Therefore, the United 
S tates was asked to provide the 
tinplate, and the first shipm ent of

posal to adm inister such a vaccine. 
if given at all, should take this into 
consideration. As in a1! m easures 
of a purely experim ental nature, 
the uncontrolled use of any cold 
vaccine now available should be j 
discouraged."

Human Lactation 
The studies made by the various 
groups who have been doing this 
work .have resulted, as Dr. Rich­ 
ardson pointedly puts it, in giving 
us first hand knowledge about hu­ 
man 
lactation 
instead 
of 
as 
hitherto by analogy with the time- 
honored milk producing mammal 
which has so far supplied most of 
our scientific data regarding milk 
production. 
In other words, we are learning 
th a t a woman isn’t exactly like a 
cow and shouldn’t be treated as 
such. 
Breast feeding with mother’s 
milk has gone out of fashion for 
several reasons. One was that the 
young mother of our hurly-burly 
age thought it tied her down too 
much and wasn’t necessary. An­ 
other was that the idea got around 


that the modem girl couldn’t give 
enough milk—the breasts went dry 
in a few weeks after birth. Thia 
particular phenomenon when it 
occurred was almost always due to 
ignorance and lack of proper in­ 
struction on the p art of the med­ 
ical profession. 


Still another reason is the idea 
which has got about that special 
formulae or infant’s foods are 
scientifically better adapted to an 
infant then m other’s milk. This is 
another misconception due to bad 
education. 


Fretful Infant 


It is often supposed that an in­ 
fant which is fretful or crying 
after a feeding is having a colic. 
More often it is because it is un­ 
satisfied and hungry. The reason 
the breasts dry up a fi*w weeks 
after nursing has begun is in nine 
out of ten eases because the baby 
has not been allowed to em pty 
them completely. Perhaps the baby 
is too weak, or perhaps satisfied 
before complete emptying. But the 
nursing mother should learn to 
strip the breasts by m anual ex­ 
pression after each feeding until 
they are em pty. A breast functions 
in proportion to the demands made 
on it. When it is completely emp­ 
tied at each feeding it increases its 
supply with the demands of tha 
growing infant. 


* There are eases that are on rec­ 
ord in the breast feeding demon­ 
stration clinics of breasts that 
have gone almost completely dry 
at the end of six weeks, when strip ­ 
ping and manual expression w ert 
instituted came back so th a t in 30 
days each breast was producing 
nearly th irty ounces of milk in 24 
hours. 
The tim ing of breast feeding* 
can be spaced so the objection 
about tying the mother down does 
not arise. There is no reason why 
the baby has to be fed in the mid­ 
dle of the evening—say, IO p. rn.
